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MONTHLY WATER READING

In an effort to bring your water use to a more manageable level,
we will begin reading water meters every month. Up until now,
the meters were read every other month, resulting in two months
worth of water use on bills received during the odd months of
the year. By reading monthly, residents can identify unusual water
usage, such as leaks, more quickly and help reduce the amount of

water loss as well as a higher water charge.

RATE INCREASES

Due to escalated rates for the purchase of water, as
well as King County sewer increases, residential utility
rates are increasing. VWater rates are increasing 10%,
sewer rates are increasing |12%, and storm water rates

are increasing $2.00. New rates will begin January 2015
and will reflect on the January 31 statement.

Commercial/Industrial rates are increasing as well.

Fact:

Keeping pollutants out
of the water isn’t just
a good idea - it’s the
law.

90.48) and the King
County Code (KCC
9.12) prohibit the dis-
charge of pollutants
to the storm drainage
system, surface water
and groundwater.
Direct dumping of
material or polluted
stormwater can nega-
tively affect every
water body it enters.

LIGHT RECYCLE WASHINGTON
